PANAMA, April 24.—The Chiiian blockad- 
ing fleet announced its presence in Callao Bay 
by sending before daylichta torpedo launch 
against the Peruvian corvette Union, anchored 
wellin shore; but,befure exploding harmlessly 
against the floating palisude protecting that 
vessel, the Chilian launch, carelessly or 
clumsily managed, ran dangerously near the 
United States steamer Alaska and 
the Italian frigate Garibaldi, and just 
escaped a warm reception from _ those 
vessels.

Rica or Colombia, both of which 
claim jurisdiction over the territory and 
waters of the Gulf. Surveys of an eligible site . 
were made, but the flay was not planted over 
it, nor any deposit of coal made in the name 
of the Unitea States Government. The plot

in the usual way. Its employment for the 
erection of buildings and storing coal would 
be carried on by private persons who,of course, 
would enjoy the rights and privileges granted 
by the country to American citizens.

MURDER REVEALED. 


Victoria Norris’ Death and the Confes- 
sion of Her Slayer. 
1 Atlanta (Ga.) Cor. New York Times. | 

One of the most awful erimes on record hasre- 
centiy come to light near this city in a manner 
as mysterious as the disclosure of the Park- 
uman-Webster murder. Ali the circumstances 
make the affairso shocking that the entire 
community feels outraged, and if there ia not 
a speedy anda just execution of the law, pub- 
lic indignation may make a summary disposi- 
tion of the case. Two years agu there lived, 
17en miles from Atlanta, a young farmer named 
James Jolly, who was known as a rough sort 
of fellow, Lut was considered by his neighbors 
as honest and trustworthy. With him and his 
wife lived an orphan girl, Victoria Norris, who 
acted as ar assistant in household duties and 
attended tothe dairy. Her nearest relatives 
resided at Rutledge, fifty miles distant. and 
ut the time she had been living in the Jolly 
household about a year. Victoria 
Norris, a handsome, robust girl, 
was the object of general admi- 
ration among the young men in the county, 
who paid ner marked attention. Amoag 
these, ycung John Weaver wasthe favored 
one. Jobn was the proprietor of a good farm 
near the Jolly place, and all his plans were ar- 
ranged to make Victoria Norris his wife in the 
upproaching autumn. Adjoining James Jolly 
lived his brother-in-law, William Weaver, 
who had always been,a fussy sort of feliow, 
and had more than once been indicted for riot 
at elections and other public gatherings. 
. Weaver frequently visited James Jolly’s 
house, and knew Victoria Norris well. The 


~ fact that she was goingto marry his nephew 


apparentiytaused him to take an active inter- 
dst in her welfare. Matters, however, did not 
go wellforthe young womun. Mrs. Jolly be- 
came jealous, and without any cause, for her 
husband’s treatment of Victoria never ap- 
proached tenderness. Wounded by unjust 
suspicion, and weary of Jolly’s rough treat- 
ment, Miss Norris determined to goto her 
relatives at Rutledge. Jolly opposed this 
resolution until he saw that she was determin- 
ed to go, and then gave a reluctant consent. 

The depot was four or five miles distant, 
and early one bright summer morning James 
Jolly and, William Weaver left Jolly’s house 
with Mis8 Norris, in a spring wagon, to catch 
the train. She was never seen alive again by 
any eyes but Weaver’s and Joily’s. Jolly re- 
turned homein the afternoon alone.  Itis 
stated on good authority that Weaver left him 
with Miss Norris, and that he is the last per- 
son who was ever with her. The neighoors 
missed the young woman, but supposed she 
bad gone to her relatives, and thought noth- 
ing strange of her absence. Sogn: letters 
came from these relatives asking where she 
was. They received a reply, purporting to 
come from her, which stated that she had 
gone to Atlanta and never intended to return 
heme. She told them notto search for heras 
she was resolved never to return. The news 
then reached the Jolly neighborhood that 
Victoria Norris had not gone home, as she 
had intended, but bad run away to Atlanta to 
lead alifeofshame. She was never seen in 
this city, but gossip explained that she might 
have gonefuriher. ‘The subject had almost 
ceased to be a matter of discussion, when it 
was presented ina new and terrible light by 
a strange incident. 

James Jolly grew worse and worse, until at 
last he was openly accused of stealing some 
cotton. He was indicted for larceny, but be- 
fore he could be arrested he fled from home, 
leaving bis wife behind. This was.in Febru- 
ary ofthe present year. The day after Jolly 
flea, it was noticed by neighbors that he had 
burned a brush-pile in his front yard. This 
ubusual proceeding attracted attention. There 
must bave been something which Jolly was 
very anxious to destroy.The ashes were raked 
about, and in them were found the iron bands, 
lock, ete., of a trunk. Why shoulda trunk 
be thus destroyed? An old man happened to 
hear of it, and it suggested to him another 
strange circumstance us to a trunk—that after 
James Jolly had carried Miss Norris and her 
trunk away, he saw Jolly coming back with 
the trunk in the wagon, but without the girl. 
The peculiar style of the lock and iron bands 
was then examined, and asimilarity to Miss 
Norris’s trunk was established. Then came 
the remembrance of the giri’s strange disap- 


pearance, and the fact that Jolly was last seen ‘ 


with her pointed to himin terribleindication 
that he was responsible for her fate. Anoth- 
er fact fastened this terrible suspicion on him. 
A few weeks before he left the county, a ped- 
dier, with his pack full of coods and some 
money in his pocket, had stopped all night at 
Jolly’s house. He was never heard of again, 
and people who knew his regular route were 
surprised at his failure to appear as usual. 
All these circumstances cleurly pointed to 
Jolly as the murderer of Miss Norris, and they 
caused an intense excitement throughout the 
county. Gov. Colquit at, once offered a re- 
ward of $400 for Joly’s capture. J.T. Wil- 
lingbam ascertained that he had last been 
heard of near Choctaw, Miss., and went at 
once to that place. Jolly was captured while 
at work in a field, and was brought back ona 
warrant charging him with stealing cot- 
ton. On the way he confessed _ to 
Willingham that he knew all about 
the killing of Miss Norris, though he did not 
do it himself. He promised that he would 
show where her body was buried. As soon as 
he was carried to his old home he took Wil- 
linghamtoa spot not far from the house 
where hesaid the bones of the murdered 
woman could be found. An excited crowd at 
once dug into the ground and found the re- 
mains of the girl. A Coroner’s jury at once 
held an inquest over them and returned a ver- 
diet that Victoria Norris had come to her 
death at the hands of James Jolly. The entire 
county was then wild with excitement. It 
was ne that the jail would be torn open 
and Jo y lynehed. 

Jolly lay in his cell night after night in the 
most horrible —_—. When he would drop 
into a feverish sleep he would scream and 
wake, saying that he had seen the murdered 
woman in his dreams. He began to make 
confessions soon after he was put in jail, and 
has made a dozen,no two of which correspond. 
At first he said that he left Weaver on the road 
with Miss Norris, and, after being gone half 
an bour, returned to find the girl dying. 
Weaver said he had choked her to death in his 
¢fforts tooutrage her. Heand Weaver had 
hastily buried the body, and afterward had 
removed it to where it was found. Soon 
after Jolly made this statement Weaver was 
admitted to hiscel). Jollythen fell on his 
knees and denied every word of what he had 
just uttered. He then said that he had 
tried to ravish the young woman, 
and in her efforts to elude his grasp she had 
fallen backward out of the wagon and broken 
her neck. He was frightened, and buried her 
body as auickly as possible. He made still 
another confession, to the effect that he tried 
to outrage the girl, and, for fear she would 
tell, he bad killed her. He now denies this. 

Last week Weaver was tried for complicity in 
the murder. The principal witness against 
him was Jolly, whose statements Were 80 con- 
tradictory that the court ordered Weaver’s 
ee aaiies Jolly now lies in De Kalb county 
jail at Decatur, six miles from Atlanta. He 
appears to be in agonies all the while, and 
i1cars that the outraged community will lynch

| MILLIONAIRE FOX. 


His Sudden and Painless Death on a 
. Railway Train. 
{Bradford (Pa.) Special Dispatch, ra P 
William L. Fox, aged twenty-five, an 
worth $3,000.000, died in the cars between 
Foxburg and Petersburg on Thursday last. 
Some weeks sgo a peddier named Clancey got 
on Conductor Claither’s train, on the Fox- 
burg and Clarion Railroad, 4 Foxburg. 
Clancey refused to pay his fare, 
ductor put him offthe train. Clancey drew 
a pistol and shot Claither, who soon afterward 
died of the wound. W. L. Fox was president 
of the railroad company, and, besides being an 
employe of his, Claither was his particular 
friend. Clancey was arraigned for trial on & 
charge of murder on Wednesday last in 
Clarion. President Fox was active in having 
the murderer of his friend brought to punish- 
ment, The revolver with which the murder 
was committed was in his possession, and he 
intended to takeit with him to Clarion ou 
Thursday. He boarded thetrain, and after 
ithad gone some distance from the depot, 
he fovnd tbat he had forgotten the 
weapon. He had the train stopped, and 
ran back to his residence. When he returned 
to the train he was nearly exhausted. A few 
minutes afterward the conductor went to Mr. 
Fox’s seat tospeakto him. He was dead. 
Mr. Fox was the manager of the Fox estate of 
1,000 acres of the best oil iand in the lower 
region. It is worth $3,000 an acre, and pro- 
duces 12,000 barrels of oil a month with pres- 
ent developments. Mr. Fox was president of 
the Foxburg, Petersburg and Clarion and of 
the Shippensburg and Kane Railroad Com- 
anies. He represented the Twenty-fifth 
ennsylvania District on the present Republi- 
can State electoral ticket, and intended to 
contest the Congressional election with Gen. 
Harry White next fall. He was the largest 
owner of private iron tankage in the oil regions 
and the only owner of an individual pipe line 
of any magnitude. He was engaged at the 
time of his death 1n erecting an immense re- 
finery on bis estate. The village of Foxburg 
is built on his eroperty. He was the son of 
the late Samuel Fox, of Philadelphia, was a 
graduute of the Troy Polytechnic Institute, 
and probably no man of his age in this coun- 
try was at the head of such vast business in- 
terests. 


Two Children Commit Suicide Together.

Our Hungarian contemporaries report a pe- 
culiarly painful case of double suicide com- 
mitted by two shepherd boys, respectively 
aged ten and twelve, near Karlsburg. These 
lads were in charge of a flock of sheep turned 
out to graze on some grass land abutting upon 
the Karlsburg-Arad Railway, and had been 
several times reproved by the watchman sta- 
tioned near their pasturage ground for allow- 
ing the sheep to stray on the liae. Oa the 6th 
inst., just as the Arad express came in sight, 
several sheep had wandered down the em- 
bankment and were in imminent danger of be- 
ing crushed by the train, from which, how- 
ever, they were rescued by the timely inter- 
vention of the watchman in question, who as 
soon as the train had passed called up the boys 
and told them that he would have them se- 
verely punished for neglecting their duty and 
his repeated warnings. The terrified lads 
beld consultation together as to how they 
might escape the threatened penalty, and 
speedily came to the conclusion that the best 
way of getting rid of their scrape would be 
to drown themselves. One of them had just 
bad a new hat, adorned with a gay peacock’s 
feather, given to bim, which he sold for thir- 
teen kreutzers to alittle peasant girl, who had 
been at play with the boys when the dreadful 
menace of punishment was imparted to them. 
With the price of this hat he purchased some 
small loaves, and the three,children sat dowa 
by the Maros to hold their **Pamona,’’ or 
death-feast, andthis being terminated the 
boys climbed the parapet of the Maros bridge, 
their tiny playmate counted aloud ‘‘one, two, 
three,’’ and at the word ‘‘three’’ they 
sprang, hand-in-hand, into the river, sinking 
immediatety under the broken ice with 
which the surface of the rapid stream was 
partially covered. 


Edison’s New Trick. 
[From the New York Sun.] 


Not content with his electric light and ore- 
nilling system, Thomas A. Edison has re- 
cently begun to study over an electric motor, 
This is an outgrowth of the ore-mulling plan. 
A railro:d track, nearly a mile long, has been 
Jaid, beginning back of the Melno Park labora- 
tory, running westward and southward, and 
thence describing almost a semi-circle. It is a 
narrow-gauge road, each track being contiou- 
ous, and therails being joined in with side 
bracings instead of frogs. Mr. Edison is un- 
willing to talk about his new scheme, save the 
fact that he is about to build an electric moter. 
In his new plan of propelling a motor overa 
track by means of electricity instead of steam, 
Mr. Edison will charge the rails with a power- 
ful current generated by dynamo machines run 
by water power or steam. The rails will form 
an open circuit, as does the wire that enters a 
telegraph station. The latteris closed by being 
connected with the ground andthe electricity 
passes through freely. In the former the cir- 
cuit is closed as soon as the wheets of the 
ergine are placed npon them. Then the elec- 
tricity passes from the wheels up into a 
dypamo macnine set in the body of the engine. 
As soon as this machine is charged withelec- 
tricity its armature revolves rapidly in the 
field of force. By a simple system of coz 
wheels this motion is to be transferred tothe 
driving Wheels. To stop the engine, it will 
simply be necessary, the inventor says, to cut 
off the current.

Destroying the Pyramids. 
{From the London Times.-] 


The news will be received with regret that 
in Egypt the hand of the destroyer is at work. 
A traveler who has recently visited the pyra- 
mids at Gheezeh, and whose investigations 
extended to Sakkarah, Dashoor and Maydoon, 
reports that not only was the work of destruc- 
tion proceeding at a remote place like Dashoor, 
but at the very scene of M. Mariette’s opera- 
tions. There have been removea from imme- 
diately under the entrance to phe Byes Pyra- 
mid some four or five large ston@, and this 
traveler, a correspondent of the Egyptian 
Gazette, was informed, on what he could not 
but regard as trustworthy authority, that this 
wanton act bad been committed by order of 
the Khedive, the stone being required for the 
building of the new mosque, which so greatly 
overshadows the beautiful mosque of Sultan 
Hassan. When the Government itself sets an 
example of this kind we are not surprised that 
itis promptly followed by meaner folk. At 
Dashoor, a place seldom visi'ed by tourists, 
and where,consequently,the marauder thought 
himself safe, three camels were, during our 
stay, being loaded with the square white lime- 
stones of the casing of the larger pyramid. 
Few of these stones remain. The upper part 
of the pyramid has long been stripped. The 
adjoining pyramid, which isso conspicuous 
from Helouan, and so remarkable, from being 
buiitin two different slopes, had, till lately, 
its casing nearly complete. This casing is of 
the greatest importance, and, I regret tosay, 
there can be no doubt that here also the 
destroyer has recently been busy. Stones 
loosened from the topof the building have 
been rolled down the side, tearing and smash- 
ing the smooth surface. Three or four large 
stones have also been removed from below the 
entrance, which is now inaccessible without a 
ladder.

The 
yourg ladyin question, though only fifteen 
vears of age, and looking even younger, seems 
to have seen a little of life already and to have 
got little benefit from her experience. It is, 
perhaps, well for all concerned that last week 
sbe left with ber parents for California, which 
fact adds considerably tothe strangeness of 
the reported marriage. 


A Great Tenor Poltsoned.

The sudden death of Fra Giovann! del Papa 
two weeks ago was a severe shock not only to 
all lovers of music here, but was a matter of 
regret throughout all Europe. Giovanni, 
though an humble Franciscan friar, was pron 
ably the most perfect tenor that ever lived. 
Whenever be sang in the Sistine Chapel there 
was acrowd of worshippers, and his rich 
tones never failed to create a sensation—a re- 
ligious sensation, which made the listener 
doubt that the voige echoing through the 
vaults of the chapel was merely the voice ofa 
man. And Giovanni’s nature was as sweet as 
was his voice. He was sought by princes 
temporal and spiritual, but he was at all 
times tbe humble friar. But his humility aid 
not proiect him from tbe petty jealousy of 
bis brethren, who could not forgive him the 
attention that he received. It was generally 
known tbat his life was an uncomfortable one, 
though he himself made no complaints. Gio- 
vabni died after a very few days of sickness, 
and his disease was pronounced gastric fever. 
But the peculiarity of the symptoms suggest- 
ed foul play. Accordingly the ay Was ex- 
humed, and an examination revealed arsenic 
in the stomach in large quantities. _ A friar 
has been arrested by the authorities, and the 
evidence against bim is said to be very strong. 
But until further steps are taken the details 
are witbbeld from the public, which, mean- 
time, isin a state of excited indignation. 


Peaches in Connecticut.

Connecticut bas pot for many years been 
classed among the peach-raising States, but 
there seems to be no good reason why she 
should not be. It has been pretty satisfac- 
torily proved that the blight which has for so 
long resisted all efforts to cultivate the fruit in 
Connecticut has, either through climatic 
change or from some other cause, passed 


away. A number of our enterprising farm- | 


ers in various sections of the State have suc- 
cessfully experimented during the past three 
or four years in peach cultivation, and al- 
though the experiments have been upon a 
small scale, they may be considered to have 
demonstrated that this branch of fruit-raising 
may egain be made profitable in Connecticut. 
The peach raised in our State is as large in 
size as, and, if anything. superior in flavor to 
that raised in any other State, and comes into 
market at a time when the fruit is most gen- 
erally in demand, being at its maturity just at 


the time the New Jersey peach disappears, 


and two weeks in advance of the Massachu- 


setts peach. It was successfully raised in the 
State forty years ago, and the experiments re- 
centiy made leave little doubt that it may be 
as successfully raised now.

OUID A SKETCHED. 

‘The Celebrated Novelist—Ser Scandals, 

Her Horses and Her Dogs. - ’ 
{from the Boston Herald. 

The present century is credited with hav- 
ing produced two writers of unfathomable de- 
‘ and sentiments—Byron and Benjamin 
Disraeli. To this brief category ought to be 
added the name of Miss Louisa de la Rame, 
better known as ‘‘Ouida.” She is a highly 
extraordmary personage, as her writings 
yliny indicate, and the obscurity which 

aloes her existence, added to the viadietive 
feelings to which her social thunderbolts from 
— to time give fe has —— the — of 
mu ossip: de ‘her’ reputation. 
In her ks prudeés find Withs! to ‘cavil at, 
while society beiles tremble for fear of being 
transfixed by more of her well-aimed’ : 
but the younger andless sophistical of Oudta’s 


readers love her forher earnest ana forcible 


appeals in behalf of dogs and others of the 
dumb race. Of OQuida’s early life very little 
is known. Her mother either died or was 
separated from her father when she was quite 
an infant; but,as Mr. dela Rame was un- 
fi rtunately a man of abandoned habits, al- 
though possessed of a splendid education and 
fine wir Hone eer it is to be premised that 
it was not death that deprived the great novel- 
ist of a mother’scare. Be this as it may, the

By her father 
and his companions was she ever known as 
Ouida, and, on entering the field of literature, 
she took the endearing epithet asthe coyno- 
men under which to iaunch out the produce- 
tions of herclever pen. Ouida, she says, is her 
pet name, and the werld has no right to any 
other. Not a few of Ouida’sa many calum- 
niatc rs have asserted that she has changed her 
maiden name tothatof Mrs. Somebody-else, 
butthat ber husband has been compelled to 
separate himself and property from her, on 
tbe ground of her singular temperament and 
strange mode of life. Even worse things 
than this have been alleged, but never 
were 
SCANDALS MORE UNTRUE. 

A Florentine marquis of vouth and property 
ome Woved and almost won the celebrated 
writer; but Ouida happily discovered in time 
her suitor’s fascina ion for the wife of an- 
otber, broke off the engagement, and, by 
doing so, probably saved her unsullied name 
from being involved in asad scandal. This 
narrow escape gave Ouida two characters be- 
fore unknown to her, atleast practically. 
Sbe has impaled both male and female of- 
fender in one of ber novels in so unmistakable 
amanneras to necessitate them to abstain 
fromthe gay world they love so well, and to 
purge their offences Oy. living a secluded life 
intbesuburbs cfthe Tuscan capital. Ouida’s 
abode is also in the outskirts of Florence. Her 
Villa stands upon a green eminence, surround- 
ed by corn fields and meadows, vineyards, 
hills and streams, some three miles from the 
city. The interior of her residenceis gxtly 
adorned with flowers and curiosities from all 
parts of the civilized world, as well as by 

aintings, manyof which are from her own 

rush. But as an artist Ouida will never be 
known, although she is proud of her ‘produc- 
tions. She shines far better with her pen 
She works out-doors 
in summer, in-doois in winter. A grey- 
hound, her favorite dog, is always her com- 
panion. 

HER DOGS AND HER HORSES 

appear to be the only living things with which 
she is not at variance in some way or another. 
She writes rapidly and never erases or adds a 
word until her copy isintype. S2e pursues 
her indevendent course of life after her own 
ideas of pleasure and comfort, regardless of 
any one, and, in many ways, in open defiance 
of the Jaws of propriety and of the established 
rules of social life, at least of those recognized 
by less gifted women. Besides her dumb 
pets, of which she so dearly loves to plead the 
cause with her pen, her only attendants are an 
old woman-of-all-work and a man to whose 
care, under her ewn supervision, she entrusts 
her horses. Ouida is eccentric, perhaps un- 
duly severe inher criticisms of ‘*‘society,’’ 
but the more serious charges which have been 
laid at her door cannot be supported. The 
attempts made to compare her earlier life 
with that of George Sand are unpardonable. 
Like those of George Sand, her productions 
surprise many and shock nota few, but this 
fact is due to her being an Englishwoman. 
Were she French the case would be different. 
She has deelared war against what is bad in 
society andshe bravely keeps up the fight. 
The scenes she witnessed in her early days 
have taken deep root in her recollection. She 
knows better than perhaps any woman wt 
what is becoming and what is otherwise, an 
is not ofraid to condemn and ridicule the one 
and,to extol the other. 

A SHUDDER OF HORROR 

goes through the many questionably gay ones 
of Florence when itis known that Ouida is 
about to add another to her list of publica- 
tions. Every prominent belle, stricken by 
conscience, dreads jest sne be impaled in the 
work that is going forth to satisfy the man 
expectant ones in many lands. On suc 
Ouida’s works have a wholesome effect; and 
the day must come when the authoress of 
‘*Ariaane’”’ will have her name on the list of 
great social reformers and at no great distance 
below that of the inimitable author of *‘Mar- 
tin Chuzzlewit.” Miss Louisa de la Rime 
bas, unhappily, passed the meridian of life. 
She is far from handsome, dresses plainly and 
is getting stout. According to Florentine 
fashion, she receives her guests once a week— 
on Mondays. ‘Toward them she exhibits the 
same Jack of courtesy and sympathy as Ouida 
exhibits in her novels. She is a listener rath- 
er than a conversationalist, and religiously re- 
frains from discussing, or even referring to, 
her books to persons of herown sex. Inde- 
pendently of ber sometimes aggressive pen, 
there is much fin Ouida’s bearing toward her 
acquaintances little calculated to make her 
PS ular in society. She evidently is a firm 

eliever in her own published words: ‘**The 
only motive power, and the sole keynote of all 
oy is severity in some form or ano- 
ther.

About one yearsince aterrible crime was 
committed in the viliage of Fairplay, lark 
county, Col., by J. J. Hoover, and at the time 
occasioned much excitement among the 
citizens. Threats were made of lynching the 
offender, but the plan was frustrated by the 


manner, wis muca 
by his associates, of 
there were a Lost, Hoover, 
being one of the frequenteis of Ben- 
nett’s saloon, often accepting of his hospitali- 
ty. The trouble which bas ended the lives of 
two persons originated over the right to use a 
ditch, and inthe dispute Hoover became 80 
exasperated that he madean assault upou 
Bennett, kiiling him instantly. The murder 
being almost wholly unprovoked, the spirit 
of we feeling ran high against Hoover,and, 
had he not been removed to Denver, tbe angry 
and infuriated people of Fairplay would have 
strung bim up on the spot. 

Hoover has remained in the jail at Denver 
ever sinvee April, 1879, till last Sunday, whea 
be was broughtto Fairplay fur trial—his case 
comipg before the Court on Monday and Tues- 
day—uod it was generally supposed that tiie 
culprit would receive a life sentence or ve 
hung, which would have satisfied the citizens 
and avenged a horrible crime. But the de- 
librrations of ajury of ‘‘twelve just and true 
men’’ decided differently, and brought in » 
verdict of eight years” mprisonment. The 
people of Fairplay, with whom tne exci'e- 
ment had not subsided, notwithstanding the 
time that bad elapsed since the murder, were 
roused [nto indignation at this light seatence. 
Public feeling ran , and, from the earnest 
conversation among the groups gathered here 
and there along the streets,it was evident that 
something was on foot among the townsmer. 

About 5 o’clock this morning a little band «f 
masked men, wellarmed, proceeded to th: 
place of the confinement of Hoover,and, over- 
powering the keeper, took the law into their 
own bands, and summarily ended the ma.ucer 
by taking the prisoner frem the jail and hang- 
ing him ona tree, as isusual on such oc- 
casions.

Interesting Proceedings Before Judge 
Adams This Morning. 


The trouble between the Heuse of Delegates 
ard Mr: Jobn McGovera,vice-president of the 
Laclede Gaslight Company, took a new shape 
this morning. . On the 6th of April the House 
passed a preamble and resofutions calling on 
Mr. “McGovern to produce all 
books and papers in his possession 
} efore the committee appointed to investigate 
the whole of the gas litigation. The order 
upplied to all entries and records of the Laclede 
(iss Company made between January, 1870, 
»ud April 19, 1880. Mr. McGovern refused to 
cbey the Mandate of the House of Delegates 
and he was arrested for contempt by the Ser- 
geant-at-arms. Last Friday night he was be- 


fore the bar of the House for contempt, but 


was allowed a week to decide on what course 
be would take—that is, whether he would 
produce the books and records or not. It ap- 
pears that he is disposed not to do so, for on 
vesterday he through his attorneys notified 
ibe Mayor that he would to-day apply to.the 
Circuit Court foran ivjunction restraining 
the House of Delegates from puttiag him in 
prison for contempt. According to this noti- 
fication application was made to Judge 
Adams this morning for the injunction... Mr. 
Charles Gibson and A. W. Slayback appeared 
for McGovern, Mr. Leverett Bell forjthe city 
and Mr. Geo. P. Strong for the House of Dele- 
gates. Or rather for the Gas Investigating 
Committee of that body. The petition was 
quite Jong and was read to the Court by Col. 
Siayback. It firstrefers to the powers of the 
House of Delegates in summoning and ex- 
amining Witnesses and then recites, in full, 
the order on McGovern passed by the House 
on April G. The statement is also made that 
the city entered suit against the 
Laclede Gaslight Company in 1875, that it 
was dismissed in 1877 and that there are 
now no Jegal proceedings going on betweea 
tneparties.

THE COLORED CONFERENCE. 


The African M. E. Bishops and Preach- 
ers in Council To-day. 


The General Conference of the M. E. Church 
assembled this morning in St. Pa@l’s Chapel, 
on Eleventh street néar Christy avenue, 
Bishop A. W. Wayman in the chair and near- 
ly four hundred in attendance. Rev. J. W. 
Early, of Tennessee, was called on to con- 
duct the religious exercises. ‘‘As  Ja- 
cob Did in Days of Old” was 
sung, and then prayer was offered. 


At the request of the chairman, the clerk 
cailed the roll of the delegates, nearly all of 
whom were present. 

_After the chairman had announced that 
until the close of the sessions the Bishops 
would alternate with each other in conducting 
the religious exercises, the minutes of the 
ga of yesterday were read and ap- 
proved. 

A discussion arose as to whether the num- 
ber of assistants allowed the secretary had 
been limited to two or not. The question was 
decided in the affirmative. 

A delegate charged the secretary with beiag 
too voluminous. On being asked by the chair- 
man to explain the meaning of the final word 
of bis declaration he sat down amid laughter. 

The Rev. M. M. Mantz, of South Carolina, 
was elected third assistant secretary after a 
bard opposition by the friends of Rev. J. M. 
Townsend, of Indiana. 

The confusion that was incidental to the 
choosing of these officers provoked from the 
chairman the remark that the conference 
‘acted like a- parcel of old women. The ap- 
plause that insued was tremendous. ‘*‘ Chat’s 
so, Bishop,’’ exclaimed a venerable D. D. 

A resolution was offered by Rev. G. H. 
Shaffer, of Tennessee, instructing the chair- 
man to order the delegatesfrom the several 
annual conferencesto sit together. A mo- 
tion was made and seconded te 
lay the resolution on the table. 
A viva voce vote left the question undecided, 
and a division was called for. The yeas and 
nays were taken and the motion defeated. 
The chairman then assigned the several dele- 
vations to proper places inthe rooms, meet- 
ing with considerable opposition from many 
delegates, all wanting to obtain the foremost 
seuts. At times the utmost con- 
fusion prevailed, and the Babel 
of voices was such that the chairman was un- 
able to distinguish any one expression. The 
gavel was often brought into use. 

Just as the regular business was 
about to be continued, a very 
large layman arose and addressed 
the Chair. “Sit down! sit down, brother! 
You’re too big a manto act like achild. Let 
us have order,’”? exclaimed Bishop Wayman. 
The delegate sat down. 

On motion a Committe on Episcopacy were 
chosen, nearly every State being represented 
on the comnnittee. 

A Committee on Delegations was also se- 
Iccted. 

Standing committees were then chosen, 

The chairman, on the motion of Rev. John 
Turner, of St. Louis, appointed as marshals 
H. Hi. Thompson, F. B. Caldwell,F. E. Green, 
and H. D. Edwards, each of whom located 
himselfina prominent positionin order to 
preserve the order which at times had been 
wanting. 

Bishop Early then delivered an interesting 
discourse on religious training, recommend- 
ing that parochial schools be established in 
every parish in order that students be pre- 
pared for admission to Wilberforce Universi- 
ty, and at its conclusion a recess was taken.

speech, and establish a State or National 
ehurcbh, and containing a ma-~s more of rub- 
bish. Speeches were made by Havwood, Ben- 
nett, and a number of others. Haywood ia- 
dulged in obscenity and made the dirtiest 
speech ever endured by a New York audience 
with ladies init. His filth drew forth loud 
applause, showing well the character of him- 
self and audienve.

Arctic Fruit. 
|Brentano’s Moutlly. | 

~The suecessful expedition of Professor 
Nordenskjold has proved that theshores of 
the Arctic Sea are not so inhespitable as has 
been generally supposed. Perhaps the most 
interesting of the minor discoveries made bv 
the learned explorer is the findiag of a new 
remedty against that dread ofall navigators, 


and the particularscourge of Arcticex peditions 
_—Damely, scurvy. 


It appears that there was 
nota single case of this disease during the 
whole voyage, and this remarkable fact is due 
not to the employment of lime-juice and other 
anti-sco: buties in ordinary use, but to the use 
of a curious littl berry, hitherto unrecogaiz- 
ed, produced by a plant which finds an ephe- 
meral existance in the snow and ice during the 
short Arctic summer. The berries are found 
in great abundance, and are said to be a 
favorite fruit wita some ofthe natives of the 
great ice world. Its flavor resembies that of 


| the raspberry, but it is more acid. The mode 


of preparation adopted on the voyage of the 
Vega was to dry the berries, and then to pre- 
serve them in the milk of the reindeer, which 
was then allowed to freeze. In this state the 
fruit can be preserved for an _ indefinite 
period. 


A COTTON WOOD.tree believed to be over 150 
years old was recently cut down in froat of one 
of the hotels in Denver, Col. Under this tree 
was held thetrial of Moses Young, a German, 
who committed the first murder in Denver. 
The jury convicted him, and he was taken to 
the cabin of the Sheriff. At daybreak a posse 
of men took Young from the cabin and hanged 
bim to a branch of the cottonwood tree. The 
lynching was witnessed by a large number of 
Indians, who had climbed to the branches of 
neighboring trees. In the same year Jim Gor- 
don was tried for murder under the huge cot- 
tonwood, and was hanged to. the same branca 
from which Young was suspended. It is be- 
lieved that there were other trials and hang- 
ings in its shade. The tree was inthe early 
days of Denver the largest of a cluster of cot- 
tenwoods standing where the city is now 
thickly buijt up. A section of the trunk is to 
be sent to this city to be manufactured into 
toothpicks. 


Berry SCOGGINS bad committed a murder 
at Thomasville, Ga., and was a fugitive in the 
mountains. At every meal time he boldly en- 
tered somebody’s house, demanded a place at 
the table with the family, and ate with a cock- 
ed gun lying across bis lap. A Sheriff anda 
large purty at length went out to hunt him 
down. He took a position at the top of a hill, 
end fired onthem; but he had only a shot- 
gur. and they could keep out of his range, 
while still witnin rifle distance.

There are several important things that 
are practically settled and well worth con- 
sidering.

Every 
single Democratic State Convention, in- 
cluding New York and Pennsylvania, has 
declared for it. Democratic sentiment 
seems to be all one way. 

Second—Not a solitary State has so far 
declared in favor of Mr. Tilden’s nomina- 
tion—not even his own New York Conven- 
tion. | 

Third—While the delegations so far elect- 
ed are uninstructed, Mr. Tilden has many 
warm friends among them—has, beyond 
doubt, the majority of the New York and 
the minority of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion. 

Fourth—Mr. Tilden positively wants the 
nomination and is actively and aggressively 
organizing his forces all over the country. 
The repeated statement that he only 
wants to dictate the nomination of some 
friend of his is a mere blind and utter bosh. 
Mr. Tilden expects to get the nomination 
himself. 

Fifth—There is now no doubt whatever 
that Senator Thurman will be a candidate. 
He is already sure of the large 
vote of the Ohio delegation, and 
as Ohio is the only October 
State he might become a formidable candi- 
date if it were felt at Cincinnati that he 
could carry his State in October. 

Sixth—Indiana will present the name of 
Mr. Hendricks. ; 

Seventh—Delaware, supported by New 
England and New Jersey, will present the 
great name of Bayard. 

Eighth—Vermont, Texas and Louisiana 
will present General Hancock’s name,as the 
conventions in these States have declared 
for him. 

Ninth—Illinois will probably present the 
name of Morrison. 

The prospect is that there will be lively 
balloting at Cincinnati between Tilden, 
Hancock, Bayard, Thurman, Hendricks 
and Morrison and some dark horse to be 
sprung after several ineffectual ballots. 
Seymour’s name will readily occur in this 
connection.

These 15,612 miles nearly equal the 
wholeincrease of mileage tor the three years 
ending with 1871, the period of greatest activ- 
ity in railroad building. The capitalization of 
the roads is not tar from $28,000 a mile, which 
is much above their actual cost. The Bulletin 
is naturally alarmed at this repetition of the 
errors of anti-panic times. The Financial 
Chronicle counts up the railroads on which 
Jay Gould has got his clutch, and finds that at 
present the unfortunate Gould controls only 
7,864 miles of road, though there is some 
prospect that he may yet bring the total up to 
8,168 miles, or say one-tenth of the mileage of

Failure of Moss & Co., Cotton Buyers. 

The failure of John S. Moss & Co., 422 N. 
Main street, cotton buyers, was the absorbing 
topic of interest on the Cotton Exchange to- 
day. Yesterday afternoon Moss & Co.’s checks 
were returned dishonored and the fact soon 
became noised abroad. Inquiry for Mr. John 
S. Moss developed the fact that he was no- 
where to be found. However, some of the 


creditors believe he is stillin the city, but the 
prevalent opinion is that he has left St. Louis. 
The amount for which the firm failed is 
about $90,000, the value of 1,500 bales of cot- 
ton, and the various creditors are let in for 
sums ranging from $ 1,500 to $25,000. Among 
the creditors of the bankrupt firm are Senter 
& Co., Gilkeson & Sloss, Sayle, Stegall & Co., 
Kirtland, Humphrey & VUe., D. P. Rowland & 
Co., Fisher Bros. and Adler, Goldman & Co. 
A meeting ofthe creditors was held last night 
at tLe res dence of Mr. Wm. 
Senter, on Lucas avenue, but the 
proceedings were secret. They throw con- 
siderable blame on Mr. W. H. Meers, agent 
of the Fast Freight Line, and there is talk of 
ae that corporation responsible, as it is 
claimed they issued bills of lading before 
they really had the cotton. There is a great 
deal of reticence observed by the creditors, 
and the impression is that each one is en- 
dexvoring to secure himself. Moss & Co. 
tailed about a year ago for $200,000.

A MORNING TRAGEDY. 


Jack Carr;aN otorious Desperado, 
Fatally Wounded

By a Policeman,:-While Resist- 
ing Arrest. 


The Man in a Dying Condition at the 
City Hospital.

Details of a Desperate Struggle 
in the Dark. 


Police Officer Paul Mercier shot and fatally 
wounded “Jack’’ Carr, a notorious character, 
this morning atan early hour, Carr is now 
in the City Hospital and his life is despaired 
of. The tragedy occurred at half past 
one o’clock oon the northeast cor- 
ner of Fifteenth and Benton. Orfiicer 
Mercier was slowly pacing his beat. Sud- 
denly he observed a man emerging from the 
alley on Fifteenth street, between Benton and 
Warren. It wag *‘Jack’’ Carr, whose repu- 
tation is well known in police circles. Mer- 
cier, however, did not know him. Carr came 
out of the alley stealthily and cautiously. 
Mercier, with his keen instinct as a police 
ofticer, paused and watched him. The man 
had that appearance, gait and manner 
which at once made the police officer mentally 
classify him under the head “suspicious.?’ 
Carr walked down towards Benton. Mercier 
crossed over to him. Both men stopped and 


} gazed at each otber. Mercier is a manof 


about five feet nine inches,well built ana of or- 
dinary strength. Carr was a burly, muscular 


fellow over six feet im _ “height and 
weighing over 200 pounds. He was 
brute force and had the advantage. He 
knew it. All around was quiet and silent. 
But Mercier didn’t budge Lefore his power- 
ful antagonist. 

‘Where are you going?’’ asked the officer 
of the law. 

‘+That’s pone of your business,’’ retorted 
the Ishmaelite of the town. 

‘WV hat’s your name?” asked Mercier. 

‘“That’s none of your business,” sneeringly 
replied the-enemy of the law. 

**T guess T will make it my business,’’ said 
the policeman. 

**You’d better not,”’ remarked the notorious 
** Jack,’”’ conscious of his superior strength. 

**T find you under suspicious circumstances 
and I arrest you. Come with me,’’ said Mer- 
cier, laying his hand on Carr’s shoulder. He 
was still unaware of the man’s name or his 
desperate character. . 

THE DEATH STRUGGLE. 

Carr glaneed around. No one was in sight. 
The streets were deserted. Quick as lightning 
he jumped in on the policeman, struck him in 
the face and knocked him down. Mercier 
succeeded in getting on his knees while the gi- 
gantic rough pummeled him. He 
grappled with his adversary, and both 
men struggled as for life and death. Mer- 
cier regained bis feet, seized his night club to 
strike Carr, but the latter grasped it and both 
tuseled forits possession. Brute foree gave 
Carronce more the advantage. Heat last 
got hold of the formidable club and struck 
the officer acrossthe mouth. Another fol- 
lowed on the cheek, and the desperate combat 
continued, the rough showering blows 
with his club. on Mercier’s head and 
face. Thesitusation was critical. Realiziag 
that the battle was going against him and that 
his life was in jeopardy, Mercier pulled his 
revolver from his pants pocket. Had it been 
in the hip pocket he could not have drawa it. 
Mefcier 
leveled the revolverand tired. Carr “never 
spoke, but redoubled his blows. Again Mer- 
cier fired, When Carr let go his hold, the 
club dropped from his grasp and he fell] back- 
wards on the paycment, 

“You son of i—-, you havedone mea 
dirty trick,’’ gasped Carr, as 

THE BLOOD STREAMED FROM IIS BODY, 
forming a pool around him and staining the 
sidewalk. That was all he said, and then he 
hecame semi-ubconscious. 

Mercier was exhausted from the battering 
he had received, but he immediately went and 
called up Dr. A. Henske, 2411 N. Sixteenth, 
who at once came to see the wounded man, 
Mercier reported to the Fourth District 
Police Siation,and Carr was conveyed thither. 
Dr. Henske pronounced the wounds danger- 
cus and that the man was almost certain to 
die. Carr was taken to the Dispensary and 
thento the City Hospital, where he liesiaa 
wost critical condition. : 

* OFFICER MERCIER’S STATEMENT. 

Officer Pau! Mercier is a man 38 years of age, 
married, and bas three children. He was ap- 
pointed on the police force on the 18th of May, 
1878, so that the present month will complete 
two years of service. During that tim@ he 
has been a capable, efficient and trustworthy 
officer, always attentive to his duties and one 
acainst whom no complaint was ever 
made. He is an intelligent-look- 
ing man and wears a heavy mustache. Former- 
ly he wasin the mounted district. He isan 
American, of French descent, andis spokeu 
of frequently in-the force as ‘*the French- 
man.’?’ A POST-DISPATCH reporter met him 


this morning at the Fourth District Police 
Station. His cheeks were swollen and bruised, 
and scratched allover. His lip had been ter- 
ribly cut. Oneeye was fearfully discolored 
andthe other slightly. Altogether his head 
showed the evidences of the club 
pounding he had _ received at the 
hands of the athletic bully. His-collar hada 
spot of blood on it. His coat was also spot- 
ted here and there with blood, and bore un- 
mistakable signs of the rough usages it had 
been subjected to. It was plain that Officer 
Mercier had gone through a severe struggle. 


The reporter asked him for an account of the | 


shooting. At first he was reluctant. He said 
a report had been made to the 
Chief and he did not wish to 
say anything. Fivally he was induced to 
make a statement, which was as follows: ‘[t 
happened this morning at half past 1 o’clock. 
I was on the northeast corner of Fifteenth and 
Benton streets. I saw a nian come out of the 
alley between Benton and Warren streats. 
He came down to Benton street and I crossed 
overto him. I asked him where he was going. 
He said it was none of wy business. I asked 
him what his name was and he said it was 
none of my business. I told him that I had 
found him under suspicious circumstances 
and he would have to come with me. 
With that he jumped on me and knocked me 
down. I jumped up and grappled with him. 
He kept on bitting at me. I than drew back, 
trving to hit him with my club. He snatched 
that away from meand struck me with the 
club. With that he got me down on one knee. 
Of course I grappled with him and he kept on 
hitting me with the club. Then I drew my 
— and shot at him. I don’t know 
whe I hit him. He kept on 
poundin me and I shot him 
agaip. ‘Then be fell and remarked, ‘You —— 
————, vou’ve done me a dirty trick.’ Then 
I called Dr. Henske and reported to the 
station.’’ 
STILL ON DUTY. 

Captain Daly of the Fourth District inform- 
ed the re er that Mercier was still on duty. 
A report had been sent to Chief McDonough. 
called on

Jack Carr was well known to the police. His 
reputation was bad. He worked around the 
river and at the umber yards. 

AFTER THE FIGHT. 

The sound of the firing reached the Fourth 
District Police Station and Officers Smith, 
Holzeman, Furguson, Schmitker and Credel- 
kerde at once hastened to the locality. They 


found Carr on the pavement wounded, and 
Dr. Henseke was immediately summoned. Tae 
ball from the second shot had entered the left 
side of the’stomach, passing through the bedy 
and coming out of the right side. The doc- 
tors believe it will prove fatal. Officer Mer- 
cier has twice been shot at while on the force, 
but escaped both times. The first occasion 
was on the cornerof Ninth and Spring streets 
and the second Eleventh and Spring. 
WHAT CARR SAYS. 

This afternoon a reporter called upon Jack 
Carr, the wounded man whois confined at the 
City Hospital. The man was suffering very 
severely at the time and had 
commenced spitting blood, which is ree »gniz- 
edasavery bud symptom. In response to 
questions Carr said that Hf wason his way 
home from a meeting, and when coming out 
of the alley on Fifteenth street, near 
Benton he was accosted bv an oflicer, who 
wanted to make his arrest. Carr resisted and 
struck the officer with his __ fists, 
but denied that he used a_ club. 
Carr said, **I never saw the officer before in 
my life that I know of, and had no grudge 
against him. He fired three times at me, 
the last shot hitting me iin. the 
stomach. I was at a lumber 
pilers’ meeting. I suppose the officer thought 
that I wanted to rob somebody, but I had no 
such thoughts; My wound pains me so that 
I can not tell anything more about it.”
